Judge to Fix New ‘Wage 
Scale as Arbiter.

chicago still rests “in the hands of | 


Judge Landis. 
Tomorrow he will begin considera- 


gion of whatever data may be sub- 
mitted by the building craft unions 
on which he will determine what shall 
be the wage scale and working condi- 
tions effective June 1. If is new 
edict should be satisfactory to the 


twenty-six unions which refused to 
accept the scale he set last Septem- 
per, building construction will start 
with a rush; if he doesn't allow the 
pay increases demanded, the unions 
will continue their fight. 

This was the statement of union 
waders yesterday following the em- 
phatic announcement of the jurist 
that he would not step down as arbi- 
ter between the unions and contrac- 
tors, as requested by the “ insurgent” 
labor organizations. In event the 
unions refuse, the empoyers’ efforts 
for an open shop will continue. 


Announces Stand at Conference. 


The decision of Judge Landis to 

continue his work was announced at 
g conference at the Chicago Beach 
hotel with officials of the Building 
Trades council and representatives of 
the Associated Builders of Chicago 
and the Building Construction Em- 
ployers’ association. 
When Judge Landis was selected 
by the building trades organizations 
slast June as arbiter it was agreed that 
all disputes between the unions and 
contractors should be settled before 
Feb. 1, sq building activities in the 
spring would not be hampered. The 
meeting yesterday was called in con- 
formity with that provision. 

Judge Landis at the outset read a 
letter presented to him a few days 
ago by a committee of the building 
trade union officials. This letter told 
of a meeting of the trades council on 
Jan. 13 at which “eighteen of the 
trades expressed a desire to be relieved 
of any further participation in arbitra- 
tion proceedings with you as umpire, 
feeling that if both the contractors and 
journeymen were permitted to meet 
without any restrictions being placed 
on either party a satisfactory agree- 
ment could be reached that would sta- 
bilize the building industry, to the end 
that the entire community would be 
benefited.” 

Couldn't Back Down. 


“I stated to the gentlemen who pre- 
sented this,”” Judge Landis said, “that 
of course I could not issue any such 
statement or take any such position.” 
The judge added that he had not 
been a “ volunteer” as an arbiter and 
he asked if the request that he with- 
draw from the duty represented the 
views of the employers also. 

He. was assured to the contrary by 
William Schlake of the builders’ or- 
ganization. 

“TIT want to say that the Associated 
Builders recently adopted a resolution 
protesting against your elimination 
from the situation,” Schlake_ said. 
“They ieve that, while the Asso- 
ciated Builders was not a party to the 
original action, while they had nothing 
to do with the selection of your honor 
as arbiter, they 
you took and agreed to abide by your 
findings, and it is their desire that you 
see it through.” 

Edward Haupt, president of the 
Building Construction Employers’ as- 
sociation, said similar action had been 
taken by his organization. ;

OBSCENE,PERIL 
MORALS 


Shimmy Dancer Is Fined 


$200 by Judge Heap. 


.Jazz dancing, immoral “ wiggles,” 
and obscene music—“an insult to Chi- 
eago’s fair name and a menacing in- 
fluence to the city’s youth "—received 
a body blow yesterday when Judge Ar- 
nold Heap, in the Morals court, found 
Julia Rector, dancer at the Enter- 
tainers’ café, 209 East 35th street, 
guilty of “improper performances” 
and fined her $200. 

“The abdominal muscle dancer and 
the shimmyite “must go,” the. judge 
said, as he handed down his decision 
in the first application of the state law 
in a case of this kind. 

The decision was awaited by reform- 
ers and social workers of the country 
as an indication of whether music in 
itself can be immoral and as a prece- 
dent. in the prosecution of similar 


cases. 
Holds Jazz Music Obscene. 


“You can do anything while listen- 
ing te jazz music,” the judge said. 
“The jazz is no dance music. There 
is no grace or beauty in jazz: You do 
not find the activity, the physical and 
mental exhilaration of the dance as 
manifested by our fathers and mothers, 
where real music was produced by 
which to dance. 

“This case smacks of the barbarism 
of the jungle. The very music was 
obscene. The evil genius of this place 
has artfully combined the grossness of 
primitive sensuality with the gilded 
refinement of modern licentiousness.” 


Hits City Authorities. 


The judge criticised the city admin- 
istration for allowing such a place to 


“This café was open to the public, 
an admission fee was charged and a 
city license must have been obtained 
to conduct it, yet we find it running 
for months, catering to the worst and 

t of human passions. 

“That these things happen in the 
fourth largest city in the world, in a 
so-called civilized community, where 
decency and religion are presumed to 
be supreme, must cause the average 
Chicagoan to hang his head in shame.” 

Judge Heap pointed out that the tes- 


danced on a floor 400 feet square. 
“The floor was always crowded,” 
the judge said. “ This left a maximum 
of ane person to every square foot of 
dance floor.

GERMANY ASKS 
_ ALLIES TO DROP 


Goods Offered. 


BERLIN, Jan. 28.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.]}—The German note to 
the reparations commission in response 
to the commission’s demdnd for ex- 


ability to meet her obligations for Jan- 
uary and February requests that Ger- 
many be relieved of all cash payments 
in 1922. It also asks for a general re- 
duction in cash payments and an in- 
crease in payments in goods. 

The note suggests that the allies take 
measures to restore Germany's interna] 
and external credit, and thereby facil- 
itate the floating of a big international 
reparation loan. It announces thai 
Germany will raibe an internal loan in 
1922 independently of the forted loan, 
in order to reduce the floating debt. 

It is, pointed out in the note that 
the allied experts at the Brussels con- 
ference in 1920 recognized that Ger- 
man direct taxation was incapable of 
further augmentation, but that never- 
the lesmbills were now before the reichs- 
tag to pr@vide further increases in 
property tax, as well as taxes on cap- 
ital and corporations. The turnover 
tax will be increased from 1% per cent 
to 2 per cent, and the coal tax from 
20 to 40 per cent. 


1 Increase Consumption Taxes. 

The burdens on production and cen- 

sumption will be increased, and, in ad- 
the increased customs duties 
will be collected on a gold basis. The 
entire burden imposed on consumption, 
it is asserted, is at least equal to that 
in other countries. 
In explanation of Germany's finan- 
cial position, the note states that en- 
ergetic measures will be taken against. 
the removal of capital abroad and the 
evasion of taxation, such as the aboli- 
tion of the obligation to secrecy im- 
posed on banks, and control over the 
ownership of securities deposited with 
banks. It explains that the railway 
rates, compared with pre-war condi- 
tions, had been increased nineteen fold 
for passengers and thirty-two fold for 
freight; the postal and telephone rates 
were increased twenty-one fold.

For instance, a bid of one diamond 
has been used to indicate that the bid- 
der held the ace of diamonds and one | 
other ace. Certainly a bidder has no 
right to inform his partner that he 
has any particular card or cards.

Many books have been published 
which claim to reduce bidding to a 
fire art.

Un- 
fortunately, these can be of value only 
when a game is found in which each 
of the four players is equal in play and 
bids alike under all circumstances. 
And that never happens. 

The main consideration in bidding is 
and will ever be the characteristics of 
the other players at the table.

of a small city may possess the highest 
degree of safety, but ite narrow and in- 
active market might make it difficult to 
sell if an immediate sale were necessary. 
A forced sale would probably mean 4 
sacrifice in the sale price. 

A great many corporations must, of 
course, keep a certain amount of funds 
in such form that they can readily be 
converted into cash in an emergency. 
In such cases convertibility is essential, 
as the corporation may suddenly and 
unexpectedly be forced to call upon all 
its available resources, and at the time 
of such a crisis it would be costly for it 
to have securities that could not be 
quickly converted into cash without a 
large sacrifice. But with the average 
individual investor the same reason for 
a ready market for his holdings does 
not exist. American investors are sac- 
rificing a great deal by paying for ready 
marketability when it serves them no 
purpose. European investors are not 50 
ready to purchase something they do not 
need. They are purchasing a security 
to hold it until maturity, and are con- 
tent with the safety of principal and in-

“Gas” Consumption Increases Greatly 
W hile Prices Are on the Decline 


‘Ciididciadaiaane of gasoline in the United 
States during the first half of 1921 
was larger by 259,313,358 gallons, or @ 
daily average of 710,447 gallqgs, than 
that of the corresponding period of 


‘11920. ‘Total consumption was 2,300,- 


115,990 gallons, compared with 2,142,- 
705, 363 gallons in the first six months 
of that year. Production was larger 
than the previous year by approxi- 
mately 18 per cent, but in spite of the 
enormous demand prices of gasoline 
have declined in all sections of the 
country. The decline, however, is at- 
tributed solely to the lower cost of 
crude oil. 

Reductions in gasoline prices on the 
average amount to 31 per.cent, taking 
the leading cities of the United States 
as a whole. The average price at the 
close of August was 20.2 cents, com- 


pared with 29.3 cents a gallon on Jan. 


1, 1921.- The drop in all amounts 
to 9.1 per cent. The largest declines 
since the beginning of 1921 have 
been at Dallas, Tex., and Denver, Colo., 
where they amounted to 13 cents a 
gallon in each city. The lowest whole- 
sale price is 15 cents a gallon, at?/Kan- 
sas City, Mo., while the highest is 25.5 
cents, in Boston.

BUILT IN 1921 


Ilinois Leads in Placing 
Contracts. 


BY C. R. EGE. 

The year 1921 may go down in his- 
tory as having been made to order for 
the highway engineers. 

The preceding winter was short and 
mild in most sections of the country. 
Spring “opened” early. Approximate. 
ly 30,000,000 square yards of concrete 
pavement were under contract, carried 
over from 1920. 

Contractors who had uncompleted 

were able to take advantage of 
the first hint of mild weather. Many 
state and county officials advertised al) 
of their 1921 work during the winter 
and early months of the year. More 
work, in large volume, was offered 
throughout 1921, but it was the “ early 
awards” and the holdover work that 
became “ roads completed in 1921.” 

The conditions surrounding labor 
and material supply were vastly im- 
proved over previous years. Labor 
was extensively out of a job and look- 
ing for work. Once on the pay roll, 
labor wanted to keep its job—which 
made for efficiency. 


Labor Cheaper. 

Many contractor@® stated that the 
workmen were delivering two to three 
times the output of previous years for 
one-third to one-half less wage. The 
materials of construction were readily 
available everywhere. 

The railroads were in a position to 
take all the traffic offered. Construc- 
tion equipment was in great demand, 
but the improved conditions permitted 
the manufacturers to ship their orders 
with dispatch. Few jobs were delayed 
pending the arrival of equipment. 

Good construction weather prevailed 


year. 

The results of these favorable con- 
ditions begin to be apparent as the 
various estate organizations tell the 
world what they have done during 
1921. 

62,000,000 Yards Laid. 

Over 62,000,000 square yards of con- 
crete pavement were~ completed, in- 
cluding street and alley work of this 
type. About 30,000,000 square yards 
of this amount were carried over from 


About 64,000,000 square yards of new 
contracts were awarded during 1921. 
On Dec. 1 there were approximately 
22,000,000 square yards in contracts 
uncompleted, and which will have to 
be carried over to 1922. This unfinished 
work is smaller in amount than was 
the case at the close of either of the 
years 1919 and 1920. 

The yardage completed is nearly 74 
per cent greater than the record of 
1920, the best previous year. It is a 
remarkable accomplishment of Amer- 
ica’e roadbuilders. While it has been 
shown that the year has been espe- 
clally favorable in every way, it is 
also clear that the capacity of con- 
organizations for building 
concrete roads has been greatly in- 
creased. 


Michigan Completes 98 Per Cent. 

Some of the individual state records 
are especially creditable. Michigan 
and Wisconsin each completed the 
equivalent of about 340 miles of con- 
crete road 18 feet wide, representing 
nearly 98 per cent of the program for 
the year. Iowa practically equaled 
this record as far as the percentage 
completed is concerned, but did not 
have such a large mileage under con- 
tract. 

Pennsylvania, as usual, is the leader 
in mileage actually completed during 
the year, with approximately 640 miles 
miles of concrete, 18 feet wide. New 
York is second with 530 miles, and Illi- 
nois third with 450 miles. 

Illinois leads al] the states in the 
amount of concrete highway placed 
under contract during 1921, with a 
total of about 7,375,000 square yards 
of pavement, equivalent to 698 miles 
of 18 foot slab. 


Other States’ Work. 


Iowa did not place a large amount 
of new concrete road under contract— 
about thirty-two miles—but completed 
more than 160 miles of concrete on 
the new contracts and those carried 
over from 1920. : 

Minnesota awarded nearly 140 miles 
and completed 100 miles, much of 
which was on “holdover” jobs. Ap-

Maricopa county, Ariz., probably is 
entitled to distinction as having built 
more new concrete highways during 
the year than any other single county 
in the country. One hundred. and 
seven miles are reported as having 
been laid. — 

Of the Pacific coast states Califor- 
nia still occupies the leading position 
held for several years. Three hun- 
dred and sixty-five miles were placed 
under contract and 339 miles of old 
and new contracts completed. About 
140 miles will be carried over to 1922. 

Oregon nearly “cleaned up” its 
1921 program. Practically thirty miles 
of 1920 contracts were uncompleted 
at the beginning of the year. New 
contracts for nearly forty-four were 
awarded, and of this program some 
sixty miles were completed and opened 
to the taxpayers’ vehicles. Lesa than 
fourteen miles will be carried forward 
to the 1922 season. 

Washington added over 200 miles of 
concrete to its paved highways dur- 
ing the year. 

Altogether the country has added 
the equivalent of more than 6,800 
miles of concrete paved highway, 18 
feet, wide, to its state and county 
systems during 1921—an achievement 


of construction engineering which is 
a _ credit to highway builders.

WINTER FISH. 


ARLY in January salmon 
“fancy coast frozen,” was being 
offered at 14 centa a pound in one 
large store, and at 1% centea leas 

than that at another place, That price 
ig much lower than that at which we 
usually get our famous Chinook aal- 
mon, and perhaps the reason for this) 
ig that it is heing frankly sold as | 
frozen fish. When the dealers thaw 
frozen fish, and sell it as fresh caught, 
there is a good dea] of waste of fish, 
as well as of moral fiber, and the 
consumer pays the price—for both. 
For a number of years the United 
States department of agriculture, 
through its bureau of chemistry, and 
algo the United States department of 
commerce through its bureau of Gah- 
eries, have been circularizing us and 
sending paid demonstrators to us— 
when they could raise the money to 
them—to teach us to use frozep 
fash. There are several sorts of these, 
since those called “winter caught” 
are pulled up through the ice and 
frozen as they fall on the ice in at- 
mosphere a good deal below zero. An- 
other method is to freeze the fish as 


cool sea. “ This method of freezing 
fsh, then sealing in a jacket of ice, 
hardly before the wiggle is out of their 
tails, preserves the fine flavor of fresh 
fsh,” it is maintained. 

Fish frozen by the latter method are 
not necessarily caught in winter but 
in “late summer when the schools 


ful.” There is an extensive literature 
on this subject now, as well as on fish 
in general. If you want to know 
how much has been done on fishes 
send to the superintendent of docu- 
ments, Washington, D. C., for the list 
of United States fisheries bureau pub- 
lications, You will be surprised at the 
length of the list and the immensely 
promising usefulness of certain bulle 
tins. 
To Thaw Frozen Fish. 

In buying salmon steak, for instance, 
you would hardly thigk of putting it in 
water to thaw it. Entire fish are 
put into cold water to thaw as a quick 
way of preparing them for cooking, or 
for being sold as fresh caught.. It'is 
not the best way. There is no chance 
of frozen fish losing their flavor if 
they are thawed at room temperature, 
unless they are allowed to stand for 
some time before cooking. The flesh 
more quickly breaks down in thawed 
fish than in fresh; therefore they 
should be used at once after being 
thawed. 

Seasoning Fish Steaks for Brolling. 

A fresh salmon steak is tne better 
for being marinated in a seasoning mix- 
ture, ag is almost any fish steak, and a 


seagoning even more, although sal- 
mon, fom instance, is a strong flavored 
fish. A marinating mixture will not 
only mend an insipid flavor, but it will 
soften and make more attractive a 
The usual] mixture may 
be prepared as follows: Chop some 
onion fine and spread it on a large 
plate. Pour over this four or five table- 
spoons of fresh dressing, if you have 
two thick salmon steaks to season. 
Trim your steaks, lay them in the mix- 
ture, turn them over and over, and 


or three times before broiling. 
Broiling a Fish Steak. 

Have the broiling oven hot and well 
seasoned by starting it to heat up 
some time before needed, especially if 
it is not used frequently. Rub the 
grid with salt and oil or butter, and 
broil an inch thick steak six minutes’ 
per side or a little more. In all fish 
cookery there is a tendency to over- 
cook, which is better than to under- 
cook, but just right is best, if we 
would get perfect flavors. 

Baking Instead of Frying Fish Steaks. 

Both little fish and fish steaks may 
be prepared as for deep fat frying. Put 
into a well greased dripping pan, 
sprinkle lightly with oi] or melted but- 
ter, and bake in a 600 degree oven. A

Take “ THE FOUR HORSEMEN

tion of elimination, and bring it to the screen, powerful and 
colorful, though necessarily deprived of much detail which had 
made the Ibanez story.the thing of worth and beauty that it 
is. The main story was there intact. All the high lights were 
there, yet the film was not too long. That was ar. 

“QVER THE HILL,” adapted from the poem by Will Carle- 
ton, absorbed your interest and tugged at your sympathies 
from beginning to end without for one homent getting 
maudlin or sloppy. THAT was art. To my way of-thinking- 
it is the greatest “ Mother” picture ever made. 

As to “THE KID." There can be no doubt that its main at- 
traction lay in the kid himself, depicted by little Jackie 
Coogan, a dear and clever little fellow, who marched right into 
the hearts of old and young alike, and by his marvelous ‘team 
work with Mr. Chaplin caused sighs and tears to blend with 
devastating effect on the emotions. “The Kid,” therefore, is 
a good picture because it warmed the heart and was withal a 
clever piece of work. 

“PASSION.” THERE was a picture! It was mea in Ger- 
many by Ernest Lubitsch and—I quote myself—"“ was “a 
faming example of foreign efficiency.” In it Pola Negri per- 
formed a most difficult feat. She portrayed the life of Du 
Barry in the days of decadent French court life vividly, but 
without giving offense. This was no small thing to do. The 
great thing about “ Passion” was the manner in which the 
director made every facia] expression, every flutter of drapery

“LITTLE LORD FAUNTLEROY” was such a winsome 
thing! Mary Pickford’s work in the two roles, that of Dear- 
est, the mother, and Cedric, the son, was almost unbelievably 
clever. The staging and sets in this film were remarkable, 
and the director marvelously blended old world charm with 
new world pep and humor. — 

“DECEPTION,” like “ Passion,” was foreign made, and 4di- 

rected by Ernest Lubitsch. In it, mass and detail were worked | 
out perfectly, and the story of Henry VIII. and Anne Boleyn 
was told simply) but with great power, As in “ Passion,” the 
director never permitted a wasted moment or a bit of padding. 

“THE PASSION FLOWER,” a story of strange loves and 
hates, featuring Norma Talmadge, was characterized by a 
beautiful reticence.

It is nevertheless wise and meaty, and 
an excellent little book of apothegms could be put together 
from it. It was called what it was called because the name 
Robinson Crusoe would make almost anything 4 best seller. 
And Defoe was growing old (59) and was poor in fortune and, 
as @ politician, utterly ruined. Others seized upon the golden 
name. Forty years after the appearance of the original tale 
the spell still held, for within that period forty-one different 
“Robinson Crusoes” had been written by imitators who 
traded on the title, and there were fifteen other imitatione 
under other titles. So late as 1898 a German named Ullrich— 
of course it would be a German—published at Weimar a hand- 
book of al! that lore, calling it “ Robinson und Robinsonaden.” 
Just as eloquent of the universal appeal of the story is the fact 
that the traveler Burckhardt found the men of the caravans 
‘reading it aloud from the Arabic “ in the cool of the evening.” 
"Tis a picture that would have delighted Defoe—I do not mean 
his vanity but his sense of the value of a brief stroke of color. 
“In the cool of the evening *"—he would have said it, and, 
saying so much, would have said no more. That was part of 
his spell—that marvelous artistry that seemed so artless. Per- 


haps it was artless; the proof, in any case, of its perfection lies | 


in the fact that men cannot tell.

his “ Island of Despair,”’ Crusoe first fired his weapon-—

This may have happened the other way about. Miss Taylor 
may be acting Marian Hale and reverting sporadically to the 
type of herself. Whatever the psychology of hér dual per- 
sonality in this play, however, it is there, as distinct as two 
different wigs, I suspect that Marian Hale dislikes jazz and 
that Miss Laurette Taylor likes it. That might explain why 
Miss Taylor suffers so little while Maria:. Hale goes down 
and down and down to final semi-suicide in a fit of those 
honey lovin’ blues.

W ood Alcohol ond Wood Winds. 

I imagine all of the people of this play as vigorous in 
Mr. Manners’ script as they are weak in the acted play. 
They are melodramatic pegple, as simple and as visual as a 
McCutcheon cartoon. There is Arthur Carlton, in whom the 
heroine is married to a perpetual morning-after. There is 
Father Carlton, who condemns a/ generation of wastrel 
toddlers with so sweeping a gesture that it includes the 
disowning of his own son. There is Father Hale, who “ sees 
no harm in it all.” There is Tom Carroll, uncontaminated 
by the wood alcohol and the wood winds, symbol of the ¢orn 
fed things that Arthur isn’t.. Truly an easy set of lay stage 
figures to act, one would think, and we wonder why the 
actors in Henry Miller’s theater are all so determined to 
earn their salaries acting them with a multitude of details 
that are not there.

“Pomander Walk” with Us Again. ‘ 

They have taken Louis N. Parker’s “Pomander Walk,” 
which lay with mother’s coming-out gown in the attic trunk, 
and have quickened it with the 
magic of pleasant music. Rejuve- 
nated, it minuetted briskly into the 
Broadhurst theater. There is noth- 
ing about this operation which 
smells of violent restoratives. Th<« 
fifteen year old comedy of hundred 
year old manners has been a trip 
to the fountain of youth, and it 
comes out with the new grace of 
its graceful tures not merely alive 
again, but laughing with young 
gayety again. And it is as fra- 
grant again as if an old perfume 
had. been unstopped and found 
to have distilled itself while it was 
forgotten.

They are intimate with the vernal 
mood of the play and fill out its lyric moments like so many 
perfectly new Mendelssohn's spring songs.

A 
traveling company brought him to Chicago in the early days, 
and in 1857 he built his first theater on the spot where the _ 
present playhouse stands. McVicker’s became at. énce the 
most important center of dramatic activity in the middle west. 
Its opening was a great event, and thereafter Parmelee’s 
omnibus left the theater nightly after the performance iw 
Bull's Head and Cottage Grove. 

McVicker installed a resident company, which “ sup 
ported ” a notable succession of 'visit stars—Chariotte Cush- 
man, Edwin Booth, the elder Sothern, J. H. Hackett, Lotta 
Crabtree, Lawrence Barrett, Charles Kean, and many othera., 
Here Edwin Booth met Mary McVicker, the manager's daugh- 
ter, whom he afterwards married. Here, when Lincoln was 
shot, they mourned a double tragedy, for the assassin, J. 
Wilkes Booth, had played McVicker’s often, and made many 
friendships. Here, in 1866, “The Black Crook” had its phe- 
nomenal Chicago run of fifty-six nights. ~ 

The theater was destroyed in the great fire of 1871, and was 
the first playhouse to be rebuilt after the disaster. In 1890 it. 
was again gutted by fire, and the present structure Gata

Under their management the 
Olympic became the first home of continuous vaudeville in 
Chicago. 

Its origin as a place of amusement, however, dates back to 
the early '60s, when the site was occupied by a building called 
Kingsbury hall. In 1863 the famous old Wobdd’s museum waw 
opened, approximately where the Union hotel now stands, and. 
Kingsbury hall, in the rear, was made an addition to the 
museum, housing a stock company which operated in. modest. 
competition with those of McVicker and the other managers 
of the time. I do not know how old the walls of the Olymple 
may be, but in effect the playhouse is a direct survival of 
Kingsbury hall, tucked back there away from the street in* 
the '60s.

Revival Wave Passes; News of the Players: © | 

The tide of revivals in the theater seems to have reached 
its flood, and receded. Resuscitations of “ Bought and Paié@ 
For,” “ Alias Jimmy Valentine,” and “ Trilby” have flickered 
out after brief careers in New York. Donald Brian and Miss 
Tessa Kosta, featured performers in the revival of * The Choc 
olate Soldier,” are listed for early participation in “ The Rose 
of Stamboul,” which would seem to Indicate that the Straus 
operetta’s restoration is not long for this world. The weekly 
announcements of old plays to be exhumed reach the dramatic 
editor’s desk no more, and the managers are turning again 
to the search for new works of promise. 

So passes a curious epidemic, illustrative of the sheep-like 


| tendency among producers to follow the leader with or with- 


out reason. There was no particular cause for the wave of 
revivals except that, one or two having proved profitable, 
sovereign remedy for bad business.

women, the society has made stupen. 
dous strides in its work of assisting 
shut-ins to become useful members of 
their families and of the community. 
Four hundred and fifty-one handi 
capped womef and men, who are not 
only incapacitated and unable to leave 
their homes but who are shut away 
from most of the things which make 
normal persons contented, have re 
cerved practical aid. Many have for. 
gotten their afflictions in the joy of 
creation and in the knowledge that 
they no longer need be classed ag “ the 
stones that the builder rejected.” They 
are supporting themselves either ‘whol. 
ly or in part. 

The society’s aims are ouibidnes in 
the motto contained in its leaflet: “The 
object for which society was 
formed was to obtaif suitable and re. 
munerative employment for shut-ins. 
and for that purpose, by means of vo. 
cational workers, to utilize any known 
talent or ability and to. discover and 
develop any latent possibilities and 
thereby to assist ‘such shut-ins to be- 
come useful, self-respecting, and con- 
tented members of society,’ 

The officers and directors strive to 
keep before them these prime objects 
—to provide suitable, remunerative, 


and, whenever possible, curative em- . 


ployment; to maintain a high artistic 
standard for the products of the work 
ers; in so far as possible to meet mar- 
ket demands and prices; and ta keep 
operating expenses at the minimum, 

Cases have been referred from twen- 
ty organizations in the city by per- 
gonal letters from the shut-ins who 
have heard of the  society’s work 
through the newspapers or from their 
friends. 

The teaching staff is made up of 
workers who have had various kinds 
of practica) experience, enabling them 
to handle difficult problema intelligent- 
ly. Under their instruction articies, 
are created which sel! for merit rather 
than on the basis of sympathy.

NDOUBTEDLY the most im- 
portant showing of pictures, as 
far as Chicago painters are con- 
cerned, given each year at the 
art institute is the annual exhibition 
@ work by artists of Chicago and vicin- 
wy. This year is no exception to the 
rule.

; In the rush of a press view, minus 
time and minus catalog, it is difficult 
‘gemetimes to sum up a show in more 
than the most y, almost super- 
ficial way. This being the case, how- 
ever, it gives one an excellent excuse 
for referring back to the exhibit even a 
week or two weeks after its ostensible 
opening. The first day of the Chicago 
ghow was Thursday. The press view 
was given On Wednesday. So, in all 
probability, with the greatest of cheer, 
this column will devote some space for 
the next several Sundays to the re- 
gounting of fascinating bits about the 
various paintings, here and on later 
days neglected. 

For today it is enoug to state that 
the exhibition is in every way worthy 
to rank with its predecessors. There 
is a great deal that is beaytiful to be 
‘geen. There are some hauntingly love- 
ly paintings shown; others that are 
eharming: a few rather more common- 
place; little that is deserving of the 
mitten. 

To prove the care with which the 
paintings were selected it may not be 
out of place to mention that approxi. 
mately 1,050 pieces of work, were sub- 
mitted for the show, sixty of these 
being sculpture. Of the more than 900 
paintings, about 259 are hung. There 
was, as one might say, a goodly bit of 
discarding before the final decisions 
were made. But such discarding is 
worth while. The Chicago show should 
stand for the best that Chicago artists 
can do. 

Although the handicap of no catalog 

is a drawback, yet it i& possible, while 
not mentioning the paintings by name,

<< Hy STINNES” is a book without the slightest literary quality, which 


‘is hard to read and which, though obviously written for the econom- 
ically untutored, does not rehabilitate its facts in a form which its 
predestined readers can readily assimilate, 

And yet it is a book which deals with such a fascinatingly twentieth cen- 
tury problem that it is itself fascinating. 

For the student.of economics it probably gives 
neither hew fact nor new fancy. We have heard in 
America of the gargantuan industrial organization 
of Hugo Stinnes. We have read bitter denunciations 
of him. We have read flowery eulegies. But, ex- 
cept for the few who have really studied his organ- 
ization with the aid of the German press comments, 
we don’t really know what and whom we are talking 
about. This so-called biography of him, written by 
Hermann Brinckmeyer and translated by Alfred B. 
Kuttner, gives us the facts of his* organizations. 

German industry is organizing both horizon- 
tally and vertically, says Mr. Brinckmeyer. Amer- 
ican trusts, he says—like the Standard Oil, for in- 
stance—have all been horizontal. They have organ- 
ized all factors in one field of industry, but did not 
contro] related industries. (Incidentally, Mr. Brinck- 
meyer might study the ramifications of the Du Pont 
de Nemours organizations. Unofficially that organ- 
ization controls; through a skillfully unorganized 
group of friendly factors, ah amazing series of what he calls vertical trusting 
operations.) German trusts, with Stinnes as the greatest patron of the system, 
are organized vertically; that is, they, include all factors from the con ‘ol of the 
raw materia! to the finish product in all of its forms, With coal and iron as 
the raw materia] of industry in Germany, the Stinnes interests, organized in 
the Siemens-Rhine-Elbe-Schuckert union, are licensed “to engage in trans- 
portation of every description, as well as to build and manufacture all shipping 
accessories at home or abroad; to dea] in the products of the mining, smelting, 
and metal industries, the chemical and electrical industry, and agriculture; to 
market all raw materials, all products of the intermediate industries, like paper 
fof which more later), and to manufacture and market all finished products of 
whatever type.” 

In a word, the Stinnes trust may control—if it becames powerful enough— 
all national life. And about the paper. Stinnes has bought and added to his 
trust the most important newspaper in Germany and is reputed to control a 
dozen or 80 more by the economic foundationa] fact that he controlled the 
forests and the paper pulp supply. His trust algo includes the control of indus- 
Measure travels, end owns hotels and steamships and rall- 
roads, \ 

There ts no phase of German industry or life which 1s not in some way 
associated with the Stinnes interests. 

Stinnes has been accused of being @ dictator and pas been hailed as « 
deliverer. 

No one seems to, be sure whether his economic scheme will eventually 
- bring about a socialistic millennium or an autocratic catastrophe. He main- 
- tains that only through vertical organization can Germany ever reinstate her- 


- 


self. His théories for the future include, I believe, a reorganization of society } 


on the principle of economic instead of on political and geogtaphical founda- 
tions, The whole idea is such an iptriguing one that I, for one, am no end 


to vend about in such book.

THE ORION STARS. 
HREE kinds of nebulz are recog- 
nized, two consisting of gas and 
stones, and one of suns. The 
first two are stars and worlds, re 
spectively, in process of creation; the 


third, systems of stars, fully grown. | 


All shine by their own light. 

. The cloud of stars in which we have 
our being is often spoken of as “the 
universe.” It is a flattened disk with 
the Milky Way on the rim and our sun 
near the center.” This vast aggregation 
would appear as a nebula if viewed 
from a point outside. There are myr- 
iads of island nebule beyond the con- 
fines of the stars. Their distances 
from us; even to the nearest, are im- 
measurable, and to the farthest abso-

“Through foreign marketing of 
American made left hand drive auto- 
mobiles, the United States will eventu- 
ally bring foreign countries to adopt 
¢ American system of traffic move- 
ment in the streets,”’ predicts William 
Elliott Phelps, general sales manager 
ofthe Haynes Automobile company.

MAKE PAINTING 
AUTOS BIG TASK 


A book might be written on the 
painting process used in finishing high 
grade automobile bodies. In the case 
of the Oldsmobile, for instance, the 
body-ts washed in and sanded 
with a coarse grade of emery cloth. It 
is primed with red oxide, laid on with 
an air brush; then a second coat, con- 
sisting very largely of pure lead, is 
applied and allowed to bake on for 


130 degrees. “Glazing” follows, with 
a heavy liquid made up of varnish, 
lead, and “ japan,” applied with a putty 
knife. All these processes are prelim- 


tinary to two coats of “rough stuff,” 


and after the latter has been applied 
the work is just considered to have 
beeh “ surfaced,” or ready for the sert- 
ous business of painting. The first 
color coat goes on and is baked for 
two hours at 125 degrees. Then comes 
the first coat of color varnish. This is 
baked for eight hours at 115 degrees 
ahd is allowed to air dry from five to 
eight hours. Another coat of color 
varnish follows, and in between coats 
there are endless rubbings with felt 
and pumice, water and stones. 

When smoothness and color have 
been attained, the necessary striping is 
put on by hand; upholetering follows, 
the car is rubbed carefully with water, 
and ig then ready for final varnishing. 
This is a most painstaking process, 
and when the last of it is finished the 
body is carefully wheeled into an abso- 
lutely dark and practically air tight 
room. The darkness keeps the files 
away and the air control is such that 
dust is not permitted to Cirguiate and 
spoil the finish. ’

Watch Both Cylinders and 


Ri 
ings. 


There is nothing mysterious about 
piston rings used in automobile en- 
gines, even though repairmen will tell 
you that new rings of a certain sort 
will elevate your engine into some new 
state in which it produces twice as 
much power and speed as before. There 
is a good dea] of misinformation about 
piston rings, and because of it automo- 
bile owners spend millions each year 
for such parts, in many cases getting 
no results from the expenditure. 

Piston rings are supposed to pack 
the cylinder, so that gas does not leak 


downward and oi] upward. In order t> 
be an ideal device it must do this with- 
out exerting too much pressure against 
the cylinder walland the pressure 
must be evenly distributed all around. 
The ring must fit the cylinder perfect- 
ly; it must fit its grooves in the piston 
so that it will be neither too tight nor 
too loose. 


Give Good Service. 


Such piston rings will run perhaps 
20,000 or 30,C00 miles, but a time must 
come when the rings no longer make a 
gas tight joint. It then is necessary 
to find out why the rings no longer fit 
well. The average repair man will tell 
you that when wear takes place only 
the rings become worn, so that all that 
is necessary to put the engine in first 
class shape is to replace the piston 
rings. How the repair man ws is 
one of the mysteries of this world. The 
fact is that no one can tell whether 
the rings are worn or whether the 
cylinders are worn or just what the 
condition of these parts is unless the 
parts themselves are examined and 
measured. 
g it is natural to suppose that after 
the engine has become worn over a 
long period the wear is not confined 
to any one part. Experience has 
shown that cylinders become worn just 
as readily as the rings. But the aver- 

age repair man assumes that for his 
especial benefit the cylinders have 
worn uniformly round, which, strange 
to say, does not happen in service. 
Cylinders wear oval or they score or 
they ‘have high spots here and there. 
They are not perfectly round after 10,- 
000 or 20,000 miles. 

Wear Uniformly. 

At the same time that the cylinders 
do not wear round they also do not 
wear uniformly along the length. The 
piston! rings do the wearing, and the 
rings only travel a certain distance in 
the cylinder. This is called the ring 
travel. The wear then takes place’! 
for a certain vertical distance, leav- 
ing at the top and bottom of the cy}- 
inder a bore practically equal to the 
original bore of the cylindér. There 
may be some wear at top and bot- 
tom, but it is exceedingly slight 'com- 
pared with the ring travel wear. In 
attempting to install oversize rings in 
a cylinder that is worn the attempt is 
made to get a larger ring into the 
original bore, for in what other way 
can you get the ring into the worn 


average shop is inclined to think. The 
fit of the ring in the cylinder means. 
more than the design of the ring itself. 
Patent rings are helpful, but a patent 
ring poorly fitted will not give good 
service, whereas an ordinary split ring 
well fitted gives perfect’ results. The 
ring must so be designed that it 
presses evenly against the cylinder all 
around, its metal must not be too hard, 
and above all, it must be fitted to its 
groove in the piston go as to be able to 
do its work properly. This means the 
groove must be trued in a lathe to the 
exact size of the new ring.
